ARMY—Greatly concerned about “changing the rules” of a system which it 
says has worked satisfactorily to meet (1) military requirements, (2) assure 
equitable consideration of Regulars and Reservists, while (3) avoiding the necessity 
of “Hump” legislation, required by the Navy, and “White Charger” actions, which 
are being used by the Air Force, the Army will offer strong arguments against 
major provisions of the Bolté Report when it joins the other Services in sub- 
mitting comments by 15 March. Page 4 


NAVY—Delighted over the prospect of being given 376 additional captains 
and 184 more commanders, the Navy will endorse large segments of the Report 
without qualification. Though it would prefer to maintain its present “flotation” 
system for promotion from rear admiral lower half to upper half and avoid a 
one-star rank, the Navy feels that the proposed increase in its number of flag 
officers more than offsets these losses. Page 6 

MARINES—Like the Navy, the Marine Corps is pleased with the Report, 
and hopefully anticipates an increase in the number of colonels and general 
officers.

AIR FORCE—Slated to gain 4826 lieutenant colonels, the Air Force is grat- 
ified that the Bolté Committee recognized the need for “urgent” revision of the 
Officer Grade Limitation Act.

Army Sees $300 Million Mudiecntuation Boost 


HE Army anticipates that Congress will provide an additional $300 million in 
modernization funds for the fiscal year that begins 1 July. 

That’s what Secretary Wilber M. Brucker reported at a farewell luncheon at 
Ft. Myer, Va., by a group of 175 senior NCO’s. 

The last session of Congress voted $158.3 million for Army modernization 
above the amount sought by the Administration, Of this increase, about $45 mil- 
lion has yet to be released by the Defense Department and Bureau of the Budget. 

“We have been fighting for modernization and little by little it is edging 
closer all the time,” said Secretary Brucker. “Sometimes I think that January 20th 
will be like looking over into the promised land somewhere. It is so near. 

“I would wager you today,” Secretary Brucker continued, “that from the at- 
titude of Congress and the way in which this thing is moving and the justifica- 
tion that the Army has made and is going to make that we’ll probably get up- 
wards of $300 million more for Army modernization equipment in this session of 
Congress than last year. That’s how strong this thing has gone.”

Changing Of The Guard At The Pentagon 


On 20 January when Senator John F. Kennedy of Massachusetts 
succeeds General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower as President of 
the United States and Commander-in-Chief of the Armed Forces, there 
will be a simultaneous changing of the guard at the Pentagon. Capt. 
Thomas S. Gates, jr., USNR-Ret., will turn over his office on the third 
deck to Col. Robert S. McNamara. A former Secretary of the Air Force, 
Col. James H. Douglas, jr., will be succeeded as Deputy Secretary by a 
former Air Force Under Secretary, Roswell Gilpatric. 

The people of the United States have good reason to hope that the 
transition in the other departments of our government is accomplished 
with the same effectiveness which has marked the preparations for the 
take-over by Mr. McNamara, Mr. Gilpatric and their subordinates. 

From Secretary Gates, Mr. McNamara will inherit problems created 
by the “Gold Dollar Widow’’ directive. When the history of the former 
Secretary of the Navy’s tenure as head of the Defense Department is 
told in full, it will show that Secretary Gates was ordered to imple- 
ment the plan after having voiced strong objections. But beyond that 
particular difficulty, the departing Secretary leaves to the former Ford 
Motor Company President a great series of notable accomplishments on 
which to build further the strength of the Free World. 

Bringing his great experience as a Naval officer in WWII and as 
a civilian official of the Defense Establishment into full play, Secretary 
Gates, with determination and dedication, has succeeded in attaining

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MARINES REINSTATE OFFICER MOS 
ASIC Military Occupational Specialties, used to identify newly commis- 
sioned officers and certain other officers in training for qualification in an 
occupational field, will be reinstated by the Marine Corps. The basic MOS for 
officers has not been used since 1953. 

The re-establishment of basic designations will apply to officers seeking to 
qualify for primary MOS's in the following fields: Infantry, Antiaircraft Ar- 
tillery, Field Artillery, Engineer and Shore Party, Tank and Amphibious Trac- 
tor, Operational Communications, and Motor Transport. The first two digits 
of the MOS will identify the occupational field and the last two digits will 
be “01.” Hence, the MOS 0801 will be used to designate a Basic Field Artillery 
Officer. 

Since 1953, as part of a general program to reduce the total number of 
MOS’s, personnel administration and planning in the Marine Corps has been 
conducted, on a trial basis, without a Basic MOS in any field, and a Basic 
School graduate has been identified by Code 9901, Basic Officer, until he be- 
came fully qualified in an occupational field. 

Under the reinstated system, an officer detailed to a course of instruc- 
tion or on-the-job training in one of the seven fields listed would be given a 
basic MOS until he became qualified for a primary MOS.

Free Of “Hump” Problems, And Without Need To Retire Officers On Accelerated Basis, 
Army Fears That Bolté Proposals Would Create Serious Problems By “Rules Changes 


TUNG by the prospective loss of 249 

lieutenant colonel and more than a 
score of general officer slots—compared 
with a striking gain of 4826 licutenant 
colonels for the Air Force—the Army 
will vcice strong opposition to major 
proposals of the Bolté Report when it 
submits official comments to the Secre- 
tary of Defense by 15 March. 

On the basis of previous positions it 
has taken on Capitol Hill during dis- 
cussion of personnel problems, the Army 
will state that—alone of the Services 
it has worked out a personnel program 
which provides for military requirements 
and assures equitable consideration of 
Regulars and Reservists without the 
need of emergency legislation. 

Specifically, the Army has been able 
to avoid use of “Hump” legislation voted 
for the Navy, which authorizes acceler- 
ated retirements for captains and com- 
manders, and the “White Charger” 
measure, which does substantially the 
seme thing for the Air Force. 


Penalized For Balance 


The Army will make the point that it 
will be penalized by the proposed Bolté 
rrogram for having a balanced structure. 

General Charles L. Bolté, USA-Ret., 
is a former Army Vice Chief of Staff. 
At a news briefing (THE JOURNAL 7 
January) he made the point that all 
members of the Committee served as 
individuals and not as spokesmen for 
their Services. 

If past presentations before Congres- 
sional committees are a basis for judg- 
ment—and they usually are—the Army 
will contend that “uniformity for uni- 
formity’s sake” shoud not be a guiding 
principle for changing a promotion sys 
tem which is now working most satis- 
factorily. 

Army officers now can forecast their 
career opportunities across two or three 
decades with a fair degree of assurance. 
The Army will feel that this may be 
less so under the revised program. 

As regards the recommendation for 
a single lineal promotion list, students 
of Army personnel procedures will re- 
call that whenever such an idea was 
advanced in the past, the point was 
made by Army officials that Reserve 
officers would be placed at a disad- 
vantage under such a system. 

Congressional testimony last year 
brought out the fact that the Army 
needs about 60 additional general officer 
spaces to fulfill current requirements. 
Irstead of such an increase, the Army 
would be forced to drop about 25 gen- 
eral officer slots under the Bolté Re- 
port. 


Would Hold Grade Spread 


There is no question that a funda- 
mental disagreement of the Army will 
center on the plan to revise the per- 
centage of officers in field grades across 
the board on a uniform basis. The Army, 
citing for example the major support 
activities it conducts for the other 
Services and its major responsibilities 
for MAAG missions, will say that the 
current grade spread, based on require- 
ments alone, is satisfactory and should 
be retained. 

If the Bolté 
adopted without 


recommendations are 
major changes. the 
Army will find it impossible to main- 
tain the present selection opportunity 
for temporary promotion. THE JOURNAL’S 
analysis of selection actions during re- 
cent years shows that among those 
being considered for the first time the 
selection opportunity for temporary ad- 
vancement has been about 95% to cap- 
tain, 55% to major, 60% to lieutenant 
colonel, and 40% to colonel. 

At present, less than 10% of Regular 
officers receive grade changes by means 
of permanent promotion. More than nine 
out of ten win a grade change by 
means of temporary selection. 

In submitting their official comments 
on the Bolté Report, Army officials will 
document in detail their success in phas- 
ing permanent promotions with the Offi- 
cer Grade Limitation Act with the 
result that it has been possible to

avoid emergency legislation to speed 
retirement of permanent colonels and 
lieutenant colonels and to seek increased 
major spaces, as have been necessary 
in the Air Force. 

The Army has made the point on 
Capitol Hill that the present promotion 
system, fully understood by all officers, 
has encouraged an increasing number 
of Reservists to make military service 
a career. Army leaders will express the 
fear to Secretary of Defense McNamara 
in March that a radical change in the 


system will cause a reversal of this 
trend. 

General Bolté was asked about this 
problem at a news briefing (THE JourR- 
NAL, 7 January), and said it was the 
opinion of his committee that the pro- 
posed plan would encourage more offi- 
cers in all Services to seek career 
service, 

The Army, on the other hand, believes 
that the stability which has been 
achieved in its program for career offi- 
cers should not be overturned for uni-

formity’s sake. 

The Army will also make a strong 
point, of course, that the proposed re. 
duction in the strength of its lieutenant 
colonels and general officers will make 
it impossible to fill current require. 
ments. The Army will say, as it did in 
testimony on Capitol Hill, that the grade 
structure that is authorized in the OGLS 
is based on firm requirements that were 
detailed at great length in hearings be- 
fore the House and Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committees. 
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AF Will Give Enthusiastic Endorsement To Bolté Report; It Will Be First Service 
To Seek Capitol Approval For New Grade Spread; Promotion Crisis Is Alternative 


HE Air Force is hopeful that within 

a matter of weeks it will receive a 
Budget Bureau green light to go to 
Congress with legislation to implement 
immediately a vital segment of the Bolté 
Report. 

It was learned this week that the Air 
Force anticipates early approval by the

Emergency Law Needs Extension 


Further complicating the Air Force 
picture is the fact that Congressional 
action is necessary to extend the au- 
thorization for 3000 additional majors, 
which was voted in 1959. This is due to 
expire 30 June 1961. 


The Defense Department, according 
to authoritative word, has been con- 
vinced, as was the Bolté Committee, 
that the present grade distribution puts 
the Air Force at a sharp disadvantage 
with the other Services. 


This conclusion prompted the Bolté 


; Committee to recommend a grade struc- 
| ture which would give the Air Force 
| 4826 additional lieutenant colonels and 
| 1612 colonels. The proposed Air Force 





legislation would implement the Bolté 
grade structure, reported in detail in 
last week’s issue of THE JOURNAL. 

Air Force officals have made it known 
in past Congressional testimony that 
failure to revise the grade structure 


| would peril the promotion opportunities 


for all Reserve officers on active duty 
beyond the grade of major. The OGLA 
authorization for 10,130 lieutenant colo- 
nels would be filled exclusively by the 
need to make permanent promotions to 
that rank for Regular officers. 


Single List Little Problem 


The Air Force, which has been chang- 
ing its officer promotion procedures dur- 
ing the past several years, will have 
relatively little difficulty in adjusting to 


| the single lineal promotion list proposed 
| by the Bolté Committee. 


The Air Force plan would be to place 
all Regular officers on the list in ac- 
cordance with the date of Promotion 
List Service. Initially, Reserve officers 
would be placed on the list according 


| to Active Federal Commissioned Serv- 


ice. 
Reserve officers going on extended 


| active duty after this initial action would 





be placed on the list according to Total 
Commissioned Service, whether Active 
or Inactive. 


“Spot Promotions” 


There will be dissatisfaction in some 
Air Force circles, particularly in the 
Strategic Air Command, because of the 
prospective loss of “spot promotions” 
under the Bolté recommendations. But 
it is no secret that USAF Headquarters 
has advised SAC during the past sev- 
eral years that it might be necessary to 
abandon the “spot promotion” system. 
SAC, on the other hand, has been press- 
ing for an expansion of the “spot pro- 
motion” authority to include officers as- 
signed to missile squadrons, as well as 
those serving with bomber units. 


LDO Concept Outlined 


The Bolté proposal to create a Limited 
Duty Officer category in all the Services 
is likely to win Air Force support. Al- 
though it has not publicized the ac- 
tion, the Air Force, in effect, has been 
phasing out its warrant officer program

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Despite Change In Running-Mate | System, Navy Is Jubilant Over Bolté Report; 
Marines Pleased With Recommendation For 16 New Spaces For General Officers 


ESS than enthusiastic over the pro- 

spective loss of its running-mate 
promotion system, the Navy is other- 
wise delighted with the Bolté Re- 
port, and plans to support its major 
recommendations. 

The Navy consensus is that there will 
be more gains than losses if the report 
is implemented as submitted to the Sec- 
retary of Defense. 

The Navy is most jubilant over the 
sections of the Report which recommend 
a redistribution of flag and general 
officer authorizations among the Serv- 
ices. This would give the Navy a total 
of 328 flag officer spaces, an increase of 
22 over the present statutory ceiling of 
306 and 41 flag officers over the existing 
flag officer ceiling set by the Stennis 
Senate Armed Services Subcommittee. 

The Navy also would gain 376 new 
ceptain spaces and 184 commanders. 

A second point of satisfaction for the 
Navy is the recommendation of the 
Bolté group that permanent appoint- 
ments automatically follow and be con- 
ditioned upon temporary promotions to 
each grade. This, the Navy points out, 
is the system it now uses. 

The Marine Corps would win 16 new 
general officer spaces, These would be 
added to the present authorization for 
60 general officers set by law and by 
recommendations of the Stennis Sub- 
committee. 

The Marines in addition would gain 
162 new colonels and 495 lieutenant 
colonels. 

Marine Corps officials say they do not 
pian to use all the new authorizations, 
especially in the lieutenant colonel cate- 
gory. They do not expect the new au- 
thorizations to be reflected in increased 
promotions. 

Navy and Marine officials feel that 
the Bolté Committee’s insistence on full 
disclosure of all promotion board actions 
endorses their long-standing policy on 
this matter. The Navy and Marine Corps 
are the only Services to make imme- 
diate and full disclosure of all promo- 
tion lists as soon as they are approved 
by the President and to announce all 
pertinent details of promotion board

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Journal Staff Gathers All-Service Notes On Bolté Proposals 


30-YEAR RETIREMENT—Congressional critics often have attacked 30-year 
retirement from the Armed Forces because, they charge, officers leaving the Serv- 
ices at this point in their career often have many useful, productive years ahead 
of them. Meeting the criticism head-on, the Bolté group acknowledges that the 
argument is valid, but strongly declares that this is a “conceded cost, to be weighed 
against the necessity in military Services of providing a flow of younger officers 
into responsible positions.” Any extension of the 30-year career concept, the 
Committee says, would create “unacceptable” results. 


“HUMP” LEGISLATION—When the Navy’s “hump” bill was before Congress, 
the Air Force argued that it needed special legislation of its own. The Army 
said it needed neither the Navy nor the AF plan. Now, the Bolté Committee 
says permanent legislation, like the temporary Navy “hump” act, should be en- 
acted for all Services. 


NAVY AND MARINE CORPS WOMEN—The number of WAVE and Women 
Marine officers serving in the grade of commander and lieutenant colonel would 
be boosted under the Bolté plan. Present grade distribution for Sea Service women 
officers in the grade of LtCol/Cdr (other than professional specialists) is limited 
to 10% of their actual number. This would be changed to 10% of the number 
authorized for the fiscal year (a practice already in use in the Army and AF). 


SELECTION BOARD SECRECY—Officers may have difficulty reconciling two 
statements in the Bolté Report concerning selection Loards. The Committee says 
confidence in the selection system depends, among other things, on “complete 
dissemination of information to the maximum extent possible,” and asks that 
the laws be rewritten to require the Services to advise their members of the 
convening dates of boards, promotion zones, eligibility limits and the lists of 
officers selected. However, with respect to board membership (presently released 
only by the Navy and Marine Corps), the Committee says “it is acknowledged 
that there may be cogent reasons why the names should not be released, and 
this should be left, as it is now, to the administrative discretion of each Service.” 


HANDS-OFF RULE—Tampering with selection boards would be ruled out 
completely, except for Presidential action. The proposed new rules would bar 
anyone but the Chief Executive from deleting the name of an officer recommended 
by the board. Also, the Services would be barred from issuing directives to boards 
“which would directly or indirectly require them to select or continue a specific 
individual” as was done in the case of VAdm. H. G. Rickover. 


NAVY STARS WILL FALL—Although Navy flag ranks will be increased, the 
establishment of one-star rank will mean a net loss of more than 100 stars. At 
present, the Navy has about 123 two-star officers who receive one-star pay, Addi- 
tionally, Navy flag officers face new continuation procedures. Those now selected 
for continued active duty by continuation boards are required to run the gantlet 
only once, Under the new procedures, two-star officers who are continued beyond 
the attrition point will be safe for only five years and then will be subject to 
further selection for continuation. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER—In anticipation of expected Congressional action 
to restore the retired rank of President Dwight D. Eisenhower, the Bolté Com. 
mittee included the President’s five-star rank as a “deduction” from Army general 
officer totals. 


MARINE CORPS PEACETIME GENERALS—For several sessions of Congress, 
the Marine Corps has been attempting to win approval for a law which would 











| wipe out the peacetime limitations on its lieutenant generals. Although the Corps | 


now has five three-star officers (under current national emergency powers), it is | 


authorized only two in peacetime and would have to reduce three of the officers 
if the emergency was abruptly terminated. Under the Bolté Report, all Services 
would be permitted to have 15% of their general officers serving in three-star 
and four-star grades, and 1/4th of this number could be four-star officers. Peace- 
time ceilings would be repealed. 


3-STAR, 4-STAR PAY LOSS—Another bill which the Pentagon has unsuccess- 
fully attempted to get Congress to approve would enable three and four-star offi- 
cers to continue receiving benefits of those ranks during transitory periods. They 
now lose their grade, rank, pay and allowances during between-assignment periods, 
while hospitalized or while awaiting retirement. The Bolté Committee says it feels 
the situation “is unwarranted” and recommends legislative remedy “to provide 
for continuation of the mentioned entitlements during the periods in question.” 


SERVICE BAND LEADERS—Numerous disparities in the appointment and 
retirement rules for the Army, Navy and Marine Corps bands, as well as the 
Military and Naval Academy bands, as outlined in JOURNAL articles, have “no 
logical reason” the Committee said. New laws recommended by the Bolté group 
would provide that leaders of the bands could serve in grades up to and includ- 
ing LtCol/Cdr for leaders and Capt/Lt for assistant leaders, with retirement in 
the highest grade in which they have served satisfactorily on active duty.

the closest possible working relationship with the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Where other Secretaries of Defense lamented endlessly about inter- 
Service rivalry, and sometimes made allegations of narrow-mindedness 
by the professional military leaders of the Nation. Secretary Gates de- 
cided on quite another tack. He has made it his business to consult fre- 
quently with the Chiefs and to give each member of the JCS an oppor- 
tunity to state his viewpoint in a direct confrontation with the Secretary 
on controversial issues. No military man could ask more than that of 
a civilian superior; many have had to settle for much less. 

With this strengthening of mutual understanding and respect, the 
office of the Secretary of Defense has been able to achieve historic all- 
Service decisions. Not the least of these was the creation of the Joint 
Strategic Targeting Center at Offutt AFB, Nebr., under General Thomas 
S. Power, Commander-in-Chief of the Strategic Air Command, with new- 
ly promoted VAdm. Edward N. Parker as the Deputy Commander. 

It can be reported on unimpeachable authority that Mr. McNamara, 
having studied the successes scored by Secretary Gates, intends to main- 
tain and perhaps even expand the practice of frequent consultations with 
the JCS during its deliberations. He has demonstrated his desire to 
pursue Secretary Gates’ highly successful policy of full cooperation 
with members of Congress, notably those in the Armed Services and 
Appropriations Committees. : 

Secretary Gates leaves for implementation by his successor a bold 
program of action to raise the attractiveness of career military service 
and thereby strengthen National Defense. During the transition brief- 
ings, Secretary Gates, Deputy Secretary Douglas and their associates 
have had an opportunity to outline for Secretary-designate McNamara 
and Deputy Secretary-designate Gilpatric what needs to be done. Sec- 
retary Gates has directed the preparation of a comprehensive program 
on which his successor immediately can take action. Anxious to assure 
that the Government has an opportunity to use the best talents avail- 
able, Mr. McNamara can be expected to endorse Secretary Gates’ pro- 
posals for repeal of dual employment restrictions on Service people. 
There is little question also—most notably because President-elect Ken- 
nedy already has endorsed such action—that Mr. McNamara will add 
his support to the efforts Secretary Gates has made to eliminate mili- 
tary pay inequities which now penalize thousands on the retired lists. 

In short, Captain Gates gives to Colonel McNamara an office which 
has made impressive progress and which has fixed specific goals for 
the future, among them the pending plan to eliminate disparities in 
officer personnel programs in the Service, as embodied in the Bolté 
Report. 

What about the change of command in the Services? 

ARMY—If Secretary Wilber M. Brucker, a Silver Star winner on 
the battlefields of France in WWI, has been thwarted in his efforts 
to gain a full loaf of fiscal support for Pentomic modernization, he has 
succeeded in winning crucial Congressional support, often over Admin- 
istration objection. This has affected the Air Force also; Secretary 
Brucker’s role in the Congressional action last year to boost airlift funds 
was that of a prime mover. 

If Secretary Brucker has not succeeded completely in forging a 
“One Army” concept—and no one who is acquainted with the deep roots 
of historic branch consciousness would anticipate such complete success 
in less than a decade—the fermer Michigan Governor has succeeded in 
developing a “One Army” spirit among the various combat arms and 
technical services, and among elements of the National Guard and Re- 


serve. 
Secretary Brucker leaves to his successor a legacy that all military 
people understand—the courage of a man who is willing to fight for his 





convictions. A dramatic example of this courage was Secretary Bruck- 
er’s forthright assertion that the “Gold Dollar Widow” order was a 
threat to morale and combat effectiveness, and that he intended to do 
everything possible to “soften the blow’’ for Army families. 

NAVY AND MARINE CORPS—Decorated for WWII service aboard 
carriers, Secretary-designate John B. Connally, jr., takes the helm 
from Secretary William B. Franke, who directed the final phases of the 
program that fulfilled the promise of Navy leaders that the start of 
1961 would see two Polaris submarines operational. Secretary Franke 
and Admiral Arleigh Burke, Chief of Naval Operations, have presented 
the seapower doctrine to Congress and the Nation with brilliant skill. 
This has led in recent months to actions which have added a carrier to 
the Sixth and Seventh Fleets and to other decisions which reflect in- 
creased recognition of the contribution which the Navy and Marine 
Corps make to National Defense. 

Secretary Franke, during his last months of office, has prepared 
comprehensive arguments on the need for a greatly accelerated effort in 
the field of anti-submarine warfare. It can be anticipated that former 
Lieutenant Commander Connally, benefitting from the Navy’s demon- 
strated successes in the Polaris program, will move at flank speed to 
maintain and increase the momentum and progress of the Sea Services. 

AIR FORCE—If Secretary Dudley C. Sharp has failed to achieve 
the doctrinal unity which marks the public expression of Navy people, | 
the Air Force has not suffered—at least until now—when it comes to 
budget support. The Kennedy Administration and the 87th Congress, the 
same as the Eisenhower Administration and each Congress since the | 
“New Look” of 1953, will vote the Air Force the lion’s share of the | 
budget. 

In Eugene Zuckert, a WWII Naval officer and a former Assistant 
Secretary of the Air Force under then Secretary Stuart Symington, the 











Air Force will be assured of aggressive and skilled leadership in the 
years ahead. It is no secret that Air Force people have views about [| 
Defense Organization which differ sharply from those held in the other ‘ 
Services. ‘ 

The new Secretary, a man who knows his way around Washington, 
will give new voice to the thinking of professional Air Force military 
commanders. This will have two results. One, there is good reason to ff 
believe that such articulation will halt the increasing ‘divisive’ trend 
within the individual major commands of the Air Force. Second, the 
Nation will benefit from a forthright discussion by effective Air Force 
civilian leaders of changes which their Service advocate in the interests 
of National Defense. 

Such an editorial assessment as this provides no appropriate vehicle | 
for an item-by-item analysis of what has been achieved by Secretary } 
Gates and the Service Secretaries, what they have not been able to 
achieve, and what remains to be done—at least attempted—by Mr. Mc- 
Namara and the subordinates who will serve with him. What is evidenced 
here is the vital fact that on 20 January when Secretary Gates becomes 
Mr. Gates and Mr. McNamara becomes Secretary McNamara, the chang- 
ing of the guard will find the Nation rendering to the Navy captain a 
salute for distinguished tours of duty at the Pentagon. To the Air Force | 
colonel, there will go the best wishes of all citizens, most particularly 
the members of the Service Family who know, more than any others, 
that Secretary McNamara faces a fateful mission. That mission is to 
build and maintain Fighting Forces which can prevent war or, if war 
comes, assure the survival of our Nation.

through the failure to make new ap- 
pointments. 

Under the LDO scheme, enlisted men 
in E-6 and above would be commis- 
sioned between the eighth and 10th 
year of service, and would flow through 
the officer promotion structure to lieu- 
tenant colonel. They would compete 
among themselves on about the same 
basis as other officers, with relatively 
the same retention and attrition. 

What this would mean, of course, is 
that many LDO’s who were not chosen 
for retention beyond 20 years actually 
would be retiring with 30 years total 
service, including time as an enlisted 
man. 


General Officer Selections 


One Bolté Report recommendation 
would affect the method for selection of 
general officers in the Air Force. 

Although it is little known, the fact 
of the matter is that there is no specific 
regulation for selection of Air Force 
general officers. Boards consider eligible 
officers, and then make recommendations 
to the Chief of Staff and to the Secre- 


tary. 
These recommendations can be ac- 
cepted completely, or there can _ be 


changes in the proposed lists. 

The Bolté Committee would require 
that all Services have legally prescribed 
procedures for all selections, and that 
there be no authority—except that given 
to the President—to change the recom- 
mendations of a board,

Quakers’ 


® As chairman of the Overseers for 
the Quaker Pilgrimage to Washington 
in November, I was especially inter- 
ested in your editorial in the issue of 
THE JOURNAL of November 19. I am 
glad that you have pointed out that 
Quakers are “a tolerant people who 
respect the views of others.” Through- 
out the history of our group we have 
been firm defenders and at times agi- 
tators for civil liberties and the free- 
doms which we cherish in America. 

There is one statement in your edi- 
torial which should be challenged. 
Quite aside from the morality of fight- 
ing with weapons of violence, it could 
rightly be said, before the advent of 
the nuclear age, that a country could 
be protected by military means and, 
therefore, made “safe for the freedom 
of expression.” This is the practical ar- 
gument which has made sense to most 
Americans and which, in the short run, 
could be substantiated by experience. 

With the introduction of nuclear 
weapons of mass destruction, however, 
this argument is no longer valid. Our 
military forces in a nuclear war can- 
not possibly keep our land safe for the 
freedom of expression or, for that mat- 
ter, for anything. The highest military 
authorities acknowledge that our only 
hope is to deter the potential enemy 
by the threat of massive retaliation.

Views On Retirement 


® The article “Campus Group Will 
Explore Miltiary Retirement Pay, Poli- 
cies” 24 Dec. should be of very real 
concern to all members of the Serv- 
ices, and to the incoming SecDef. 

One cannot help but be dismayed at 
the continuing allusions and inuendoes 
expressed by various members of the 
Congress in regard to “early age” re- 
tirement. It does not seem possible 
that our law makers are unaware of 
the fact that the basic retirement and 
military personnel laws create this sit- 
uation. Can it be that they are una- 
ware of the fact that an officer of the 
regular establishment integrated there- 
in in the years following WWII manda- 
torily by act of Congress must be re- 
tired at 30 years service or its con- 
structive equivalent? 

There are many in my age group 
who will reach 30 years service ahead 
of the age 55 mentioned in the remarks 
of Senator Stennis, quoted in your 
article. The inference in his quoted 
statement is that there is some fault 
of the officer because he retires. If 
what is meant is that the basic law 
should be changed, it should be so ex- 
pressed. And it should be remembered 


that the existence of the mandatory 
30 year retirement serves as a spur to 
those professional and talented officers 
who possess scarce skills to avail them- 
selves of voluntary retirement at 20 
year service, and age 41-45. At that 
age industry and business can foresee 
long productivity, whereas the useful- 
ness of the individual seemingly is 
much lessened at the older service and 
age. 

The question of contributory retire- 
ment plans has been brought up in the 
past. Again, this time, no mention is 
made of the fact that the government 
in so far as military retirement is con- 
cerned has been acting as a self in- 
sured organization. One of the reasons, 
if not expressed in the basic pay leg- 
islation, but certainly emphasized in all 
our recruiting and retention activities, 
for military pay scales being lower in 
general then comparable position in 
civil life is the non contributory retire- 
ment, Any change in the present sys- 
tem of necessity should be accom- 
panied by a corresponding increase in 
take home pay, to prevent reduction 
in the deferred compensation which re- 
tired pay in effect represents. 

In summation, the approach ap- 
pears to be one of “work long- 
er... for less total take home pay.” 
It is going to be difficult to keep the 
highly qualified young engineers and 
scientists, as well as combat leaders 
convinced that military service is a re- 
warding way of life, under such steady 
erosion of compensation.

MEMO. - 


SECDEF-DESIGNATE McNAMARA is pass- 
ing the word in all DoD and Service echelons 
that he expects and wants civilian and military 
officials at the Pentagon and in the field to pre- 
sent conflicting viewpoints as forcefully as pos- 
sible when they believe this to be in the inter- 
ests of National Defense. At the same time, he 
is making it known he expects and will insist 
that once a decision has been made, the conflict 
and disputation must stop. This, of course, is 
what should be expected of any military officer. 


THOSE WHO HAVE TALKED with the in- 
coming Secretary get a very strong impression 
that he means business both ways, namely that 
he wants a full expression of ideas while issues 
are in the discussion stage, but wants no bicker- 
ing when the implementation stage is reached. 


MR. McNAMARA IS IMPRESSED with the 
striking success Secretary Gates has achieved in 
reducing inter-Service fights by an elementary 
method of operation. The outgoing Secretary— 
more than any of his predecessors—has given 
the Service Chiefs repeated opportunities to ad- 
vise him directly at JCS sessions of their view- 
points. Mr. McNamara intends to build on Sec- 
retary Gates’ approach. What this means is that 
he plans to be a “leader” and not sit back, wait 
for split papers to reach his desk and then play 
the role of “judge.” 


IN ARTHUR G. SYLVESTER, longtime Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Newark Daily News, 
Mr. McNamara will have a skilled Assistant 
Secretary of Defense for Public Affairs. Like 
the man he succeeds, Assistant Secretary Mur- 
ray Snyder, who came to the Pentagon from 
duty as Assistant to Presidential Press Secre- 
tary James Hagerty, Mr. Sylvester will work 
closely with the new White House Press Secre- 
tary, Pierre Salinger. But it’s a good bet the 
incoming Assistant Secretary will be given a 
greater degree of flexibility in day-to-day op- 
erations than has been the case in recent years. 


IF PENTAGON EXPERIENCE COUNTS, and 
there is little argument that it doesn’t, the Air 
Force will be off and winging come 20 January. 
Its new Secretary, Eugene Zuckert, is a former 
AF Assistant Secretary. As The Journal went 
to press, there were strong indications that one 
of the Pentagon’s foremost fiscal authorities, AF 
Assistant Secretary (Financial Management) 
Lyle S. Garlock, would be retained in office by 
the Kennedy Administration. Deputy Secretary 
of Defense-designate Roswell G. Gilpatric is a 
former AF Under Secretary. Mr. McNamara 
served as an AF lieutenant colonel in WWII, 
and held a commission as a colonel in the AF 
Reserve. 


THE ARMY WAS DISAPPOINTED that, 
alone of the Services, it was forced to delay 
indoctrination of its new Secretary. While Sec- 
retary-designate Zukert was being briefed at the 
Pentagon and was flying to visit key AF com- 
mands across the Nation, and while Navy Secre- 
tary-designate John B. Connally, jr., was getting 
the latest word on Sea Service developments 
from Navy admirals and Marine Corps generals 
(he was also a guest at CNO Arleigh Burke’s 
official residence), the Army was forced to wait 
for a “jump-off” signal to begin the complex 
task of briefing a new Secretary. 


IN THEIR CONCERN TO ASSURE women 
officers in all Services substantially the same 
opportunities as men, the Bolté Committee 
completely overlooked one area where men are 
seeking equal rights with women. Female Nurse 
Corps officers in the Services may be granted 
regular commissions. Their male counterparts, 
however, may not be integrated into the Regu- 
lar establishment and, unlike men in all other 
military specialties, can serve only as Reservists. 


NAVY OFFICERS MAY NOT BE SUR- 
PRISED to learn that a former General of the 
Army was largely responsible for the Bolté 
Committee’s recommendation to re-institute one- 
star flag rank. In a letter to the Defense Secre- 
tary last January (published as a part of the 
Bolté Report), the Budget Bureau, discussing 
selection from rear admiral, lower half to upper 
half, said “It will be recalled that the President 
expressed the desire that such selection be pro- 
vided for.” The BoB said it was agreed at the 
time not to press for immediate Congressional 
action “to implement the President’s wishes,” 
but to defer the matter and deal with it in the 
comprehensive overhaul of the officer career 
management structure. 


NOW THAT CONGRESS IS BACK IN SES- 
SION, protests will mount over the “Gold Dollar 
Widow” order. Representative Wright Patman, 
a ranking member of the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency, has charged that the deci- 
sion to order dependents home was a “hysterical” 
move which will have “very little effect on our 
balance of payments.” In a speech to the Ameri- 
can Bankers Association, he said: “Frankly, I 
hope that the President’s order will be carefully 
reconsidered.” 


REPRESENTATIVE SAMUEL STRATTON 
(D-NY), a member of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee, has charged that the gold dollar order 
may seriously harm the Nation’s defense effort. 
He said in the House on 9 January that the 
“drastic step of putting the major share of the 
burden of halting the gold outflow onto the wives 
and children of American servicemen stationed 
abroad . . . can be at best inadequate and may 
well be seriously harmful to our overall defense.” 


3-STAR AND 4-STAR Marine Corps generals 
would be almost doubled under the Bolté Com- 
mittee recommendations. With a total of 76 gen- 
eral officers, the Corps would be authorized two 
full generals (instead of one it now has; the 
Marine Commandant) and nine lieutenant gen- 
erals (instead of the present five). If the Corps 


" elected to have only one four-star officer, the 


authorized number of three-star officers could 
be boosted to 10, double the present number. 
Under present peacetime limitations, the Marines 
are authorized only two lieutenant generals. 


THE RETIRED OFFICERS ASSOCIATION 
will honor Secretary Brucker at a Pentagon cere- 
mony 19 January, the day before he leaves office, 
with presentation of a citation. The Secretary 
has been more vocal than any other Service Chief 
in support of the fight to equalize retired military 
pay and to obtain amendments to restrictive dual 
employment legislation. The citation will be pre- 
sented by Lt. Gen. Idwal H. Edwards, USAF- 
Ret., Association President. 


THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED by the Re- 
tired Officers Association to study ways to give 
members outside Washington more representa- 
tion at the organization’s management level met 
6 and 7 January in Washington, D. C. The group 
(six of the 11 members attended) laid consider- 
able groundwork but reached no final conclusion. 
Lt. Gen. Homer L. Litzenberg, USMC-Ret., 
Chairman and spokesman for the committee, 
said that he feels that a great deal of progress 
has been made and that he will call another 
meeting at a later date. 


THE THIRD AIR FORCE, stationed in Eng- 
land, is getting a new commander. Maj. Gen. 
Ernest Moore, who has been commander for more 
than three years, was first ordered to command 
the Air University’s War College, but these or- 
ders have now been cancelled and he is awaiting 
new orders. Meanwhile, he will be succeeded, 
about 1 March, by Maj. Gen. John H. Ives, who 
has been Deputy Commander of the Third. 


AN AIR FORCE VETERINARIAN, Maj. 
C. V. Lang, has won a Marine Corps Letter 
of Commendation. He was cited for food 
inspection service while assigned to the 
Camp Lejeune, N. C., Marine Corps Base. 


PENTAGON PRESS CORPS DEAN Mark 
Watson, Pulitzer Prize-winning Military Editor 
of the Baltimore Sun, this week was in Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore with an eye 
malady. A prolific reader and distinguished book 
reviewer, Mr. Watson, at 73, is a year-round 
tennis player, an activity that he now must 
reluctantly suspend for a while. 


CARL SANDBURG WILL PROVIDE the 
foreword for a book being written by Brig. Gen. 
S. L. A. Marshall, USAR-Ret., famed combat 
historian of WWII and Korea and Military Edi- 
tor of the Detroit News. General Marshall, 
whose multi-sided career included juvenile roles 
in the movies, is working on a book to be called 
“Night Drop.” It is the story of the paratroop 
landings on Normandy. 


THE FORMER COMMANDER of the Army 
Command Reconnaissance Activity, Pacific, a 
post he held for 6 years, Col. John B. Stanley, 
USMA ’34, has retired. He will reside in Tokyo 
and will be affiliated with the Fujita Tourist 
Enterprises and the Nippon Dredging Company. 


GENERAL CURTIS E. LeMAY, AF Vice 
CofS, who pioneered the program as CinC of 
SAC, and his successor at Offutt AFB, Nebr., 
General Thomas S. Power, will be less than en- 
thusiastic about the Bolté Committee recom- 
mendation that would end “spot promotions” in 
SAC. The likelihood is, however, that the Air 
Force, which unanimously supports most of the 
Bolté Report, will be willing to give up the 
“spot promotions” to win approval for the other 
recommendations. 


THE HARD FACTS OF THE CASE, as told 
on Page 5, are that unless the Air Force receives 
immediate relief from the Officer Grade Limita- 
tion Act, career opportunities will be placed in 
great jeopardy, particularly for junior officers. 
The Air Force will need to work hard to con- 
vince Congress that ideas about rapid promo- 
tions for AF officers belong to the days of 
WWII and are no longer applicable. If the 
Air Force was once ahead of the other Services 
in the promotion pace, it now trails. A promo- 
tion list disaster was averted temporarily in 
1959 when General LeMay went to Capitol Hill 
to urge successfully passage of emergency legis- 
lation authorizing 3000 additional Air Force 
majors. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER’S ARMY 
COPTER PILOT, Lt. Col. William A. Howell, 
will be assigned 20 January to the Army Avia- 
tion Center at Ft. Rucker, Ala. Colonel Howell 
has been Senior Army Presidential Helicopter 
Pilot and Commanding Officer of the Executive 
Flight Detachment at Ft. Belvoir, Va., since 
1957. Primary mission of the Detachment, 
shared with a Marine Corps copter unit at Quan- 
tico, Va., is for evacuation of the President, his 
family and key White House officials in event 
of national emergency. 


COL. RICHARD M. LEE, who marched in the 
*32 Inaugural Parade of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as a member of the Western High 
School Corps of Cadets in Washington, D. C., 
will lead the Presidential escort, the ist Battle 
Group, 3d Infantry (The Old Guard) in the ’61 
Inaugural Parade. He commands the famed 
Army unit at Ft. Myer, Va., which is tesponsible 
for scores of military ceremonies in the Capital 
each year and which also has the honor of 
guarding the Tomb of the Unknowns at Arling- 
ton National Cemetery. 


IF SENATOR JOHN STENNIS (D-Miss) 
takes over the chairmanship of the Senate 
Armed Services Preparedness Investigating 
Subcommittee, as expected, there is a good 
chance he will relinquish the chairmanship of 
one of two other subcommittees which he now 
heads. One is the personnel subcommittee and 
the other is the military construction subcom- 
mittee.

Marine transplacement battalions 
have been given new designations. 

As a result of the transplacement sys- | 
tem, infantry battalions of the 1st and 
3d Marine Divisions had become inter- 
mingled.

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Epidemiological Board Is 20 Years Old; 
Studies Range From Colds To Radiation 


HE Armed Forces Epidemiological 

Board celebrated its 20th anniversary 
11 January. 

Consisting of top civilian medical 
scientists, the Board was established in 
1941 to advise the Army and later the 
other Services on preventive medicine 
problems of military importance. 

President is Dr. Gustave J. Dammin, 
Professor of Pathology at Harvard Med- 
ical School. Col. John Rizzolo, USAF, MC, 
is Executive Secretary. 

Through 12 commissions, the Board 
advises the Surgeons General concern- 
ing research in infectious diseases and 
injuries which adversely affect military 
personnel. 

These include influenza, acute respir- 
atory disease, streptococcal and staphylo- 
coccal disease, enteric infections, parasi- 


tic, rickettsial and viral diseases, en- 
vironmental hazards and_ accidental 
trauma. 


This group advises upon field inves- 
tigations conducted by its members in 
connection with studies on the preven- 
tion of epidemic diseases. An outstand- 
ing example has been influenza studies 
which were stimulated by the World 
War I experience when twenty million 
deaths from influenza and pneumonia 
occurred throughout the world.

F lying Officers Warned On Insurance; 
“Excused” Status May Not Alter Premiums 


F you are an officer placed on re- 


stricted flying status, don’t jump to | 


the conclusion that you are now en- 
titled to lower “non flying” premiums on 
your commercial insurance policy. Be- 
fore you take any action check with 
your insurance company or you may be 
endangering the financial future of your 
family. 

This, in short, is a warning being 
prepared for all officers by the Air 
Fcrce. The Navy is expected to issue a 
similar caution, 

Air Force officials say that many offi- 
cers, excused from meeting proficiency 
flying requirements after completing 
over 20 years’ rated service or because 
of isolated duty assignments overseas, 
have requested their insurance com- 
panies to lower their premiums on the 
basis that they are no longer assigned 
to flying duties. 

Some have, without consultation, re- 
duced their premiums to the non-flying 
rates. 

Unless such reductions are specifically 
approved by the insurance company, 
Air Force officials say, these companies 
may not have to pay death benefits if 
the officer is killed in a flying accident. 

Air Force officials point out that any 
officer who receives incentive pay for 
flying must be classed a a flying officer 
on flight status, even though he is ex- 


cused from meeting proficiency flying 
requirements. 

Under present laws, the Air Force 
Judge Advocate General has advised, 
no officer who possesses competent or- 
ders directing his participation in aerial 
flight may be ordered to discontinue 
flying without jeopardizing his entitle- 
ment to flight pay. Such an officer may, 
however, be restricted from performing 
proficiency flights. 

Thus, an officer excused from meeting 
proficiency flying requirements, but col- 
lecting flight pay under the “over 20” 
or isolated duty plan, must be considered 
to be on flying status and in most cases 
must pay the higher flying premiums 
for his insurance. 

Some insurance companies, however, 
may make some adjustments if they 
are fully informed of an officer’s “ex- 
cused” status, This, the Air Force says, 
is a matter each officer should talk 
over with his insurance company. 

The Air Force makes the distinction 
between officers who are currently “ex- 
cused” from meeting proficiency flying 
requirements and those who in the fu- 
ture may be taken off flying status 
under an accrual or requital plan. The 
latter group most probably will be con- 
sidered to be off flying status since their 
accrual or requital pay will not be based 
upon effective flying orders.

If this action comes quickly, Service 
Commanders say, it will still be possible 
to prevent the resignation and early 
retirement of hundreds of commissioned 
and non-commissioned officers. On the 
other hand, if there is no immediate 
indication of a change in policy by the 
Kennedy Administration, many Service 
people now anticipating overseas orders 
will decide that they should leave the 
Service rather than penalize their fam- 
ilies. 

Another important factor that will be 
considered by President Kennedy and 
Secretary McNamara after the Inaugu- 
ration is the disclosure by outgoing 
Secretary of Defense Gates (THE JouR 
NAL, 7 January) that the “Gold Dollar 
Widow” directive will mean an increase 
in military spending because of increased 
transportation costs. Mr. Gates made 
this disclosure in a letter to Chairman 
Vinson. It was in response to a com- 
munication from the veteran legislator 
which expressed great concern over the 
adverse impact the family order would 
have on career Service people. 

Unofficially, it is estimated that this 
increased cost will be in the millions 
of dollars. 


QM Will Expand 
Career Program 


The Army Quartermaster Corps will 
expand its program to qualified non- 
commissioned officers continuing re- 
sponsible assignments in key supply 
positions both in the United States and 
overseas areas. 

Known officially as the Quartermaster 
Noncommissioned Officer Career Devel- 
opment Program, the plan began op- 
eration in 1955 with 98 participants. By 
1960. program membership had grown 
to 250. This number will be increased 
to approximately 600 members in the 
near future. , 

A QM announcement noted that “be- 
cause of the outstanding success of The 
Quartermaster Corps program, it has 
been used as a guide for the develop- 
ment of similar programs in each of 
the other Technical Services.” 

The career program originated follow- 
ing a QM decision to form a cadre of 
highly trained noncoms who could be 
assigned to depote, supply control cen- 
ters, and supply points on a world-wide 
basis in the event of mobilization. 

Program management is exercised by 
the Office of The Quartermaster General 
with close coordination of assignments 
with The Adjutant General's Office. 

Individual performance is monitored 
on an annual basis by OQMG. Each NCO 
is rated by his commanding officer who 
uses standards similar to those for com- 
missioned officers. 

The typical NCO receives successive 
assignments planned to develop his 
skills by having him assume responsibil- 
ity for accomplishing difficult jobs as 
various supply echelon levels. By rotat- 
ing between key positions in the U. S. 
and overseas, he is able to use his ex- 
perience in both supply areas to the 
best advantage both to the Army and to 
himself. 

Noncommissioned officers may apply 
through command channels to the Office 
of The Quartermaster General for par- 
ticipation in the program if they have 
the right MOS and can meet other re- 
quirements. 

The following 
included in the program: 466 (Light 
Equipment Specialist), 467 (Heavy 
Equipment Specialist), 551 (Warehouse- 
man, General Supplies), 553 (Ware- 
housemen, Subsistence), 764 (Quarter- 
master Supply Specialist) and 774 (Parts 
Supply Specialist).

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OneMen Tank Killer 





HIS is the Army’s newest light anti- 
tank weapon, rocket grenade, which is 
fired from its own disposable packing 
container. The XM72 Rocket Grenade, 
| which can be carried and fired by one 
man, designed for use against tanks, 


armored vehicles, concrete bunkers, 
earth-filled log emplacements, and sand 
bag fortifications. 

The four and one-half pound XM72 
is carried over the shoulder in throw- 
away case that serves as the launcher. 
Each grenade is fitted with a canvas 
sling to permit shoulder carrying. If 
desired, four rounds can be carried in 
a canvas pack slung over the shoulder 
like a quiver of arrows. 

The carrying case is 25 inches long 
and 3 inches in diameter. A telescopic 
aluminum inner section is extended 
prior to firing. The outer section is 
made of a fiber glass plastic composi- 
tion. The weapon can be fired from 
standing, kneeling, or prone position. 

A solid fuel motor furnishes propul- 
sion and burns out before the rocket 
leaves the tube. When the rocket 
emerges, several narrow magnesium 
fins, folded against the motor case when 
packed in the tube, spring into posi- 
tion and stabilize the rocket in flight. 

Aiming is accomplished by a rear peep 
sight and a graduated sight imprinted 
on a clear plastic rectangle at the 
mouth of the launcher tube, The firing 
mechanism is mounted on top of the 
launcher tube. 

The warhead uses a powerful new 
Army Ordnance-developed explosive 
known as OCTOL. Teamed with the 90 
mm Recoilless Rifle, the new rocket 
grenade will satisfy the Infantry 
soldier’s need for protection against 
enemy tank attacks, an Army announce- 
ment said. 

The Hesse-Eastern Division, Flightex 
Fabrics, Inc., Everett, Massachusetts, is 
the prime systems contractor, with the 
Army Ordnance Missile Command, 
Huntsville, Ala., the agency responsible 
for the overall development program.

“The boat is to supplement the tow 
tank method,” Mrs. Wiberg said, “and 
will provide an extension of this tech- 
nique, Just as a windtunnel gives us 
more information about aircraft designs, 
the test boat will give us more informa- 
tion about watercraft designs. Hydrofoils 
and several other surface and subsur- 
face hull forms will be tested.” 








HONEYWELL AWARDED DYNA SOAR TASK 


INNEAPOLIS-HONEYWELL Regulator Company has received a contract 

for more than $2 million for work on the Air Force’s Dyna Soar manned 
space glider from Boeing Airplane Company covering design, development and 
production of flight control electronics. The work is to be done at Honeywell’s 
Aeronautical Division in Minneapolis. 

In December, Honeywell's Aeronautical Division facility in St. Petersburg, 
Fla, was selectd by the Air Force as an associate prime contractor on the 
Dyna Soar program to develop an inertial guidance system for the space 
glider. That contract, awarded by the Air Force Aeronautical Systems Center, 
Dayton, Ohio, amounted to $2.7 million for the first six months effort. 

Award of the second contract to Honeywell means that the company will 
develop both the automatic space navigation system and the flight control 
system which will “fly” the glider either automatically or in response to 
pilot commands. The inertial navigator will function in much the same man- 
ner as a missile guidance system. The flight control system will operate simi- 
larly to an autopilot for a hypersonic aircraft.

Boeing B-52H With Douglas Skybolt Test 
Models Unveiled; Has Emerson Gatling 


An Air Force B-52H equipped with test models of the Skybolt missile has been 
unveiled at Boeing Airplane Company’s Wichita plant. The bomber had two test 
models of the air launched ballistic missile tucked under each wing. 

The eight-jet B-52H was moved out of a hangar in preparation for compati- 
bility tests with the pylon-mounted Skybolts. When it becomes operational several 
years from now, the solid fuel Douglas Skybolt can be launched from the B-52H 
as far as 1000 miles from multiple targets. Once launched from the aircraft, 
Skybolt will follow a ballistic path to its target at hypersonic speeds. 

Representatives of the Skybolt Weapon System Program Office at Wright 
Air Development Division, Dayton, have planned powered and guided launches 
over the Atlantic Missile Range during the next few years before the air-launched 
ballistic missile, mated to the B-52H, becomes operational.

AIA Head Forecasts; Urges R&D Support 


Sales for the aerospace industry in 
1961 “will continue to be high, at the 
$11 billion level,” according to a fore- 
cast by General Orval R. Cook, USAF- 
Ret., President of the Aerospace Indus- 
tries Association. 

General Cook pointed out that inas- 
much as some 80% of the industry’s 
sales are military products, an exact 
forecast of the 1961 level is not possible. 
Missile spending, he said, will continue 
a steady increase, with aircraft spend- 
ing decreasing proportionately. 

“In addition to increased missile and 
space vehicle sales,” General Cook said, 
“a high level of sales will continue in 
the turbine powered commercial trans- 
port market, as well as in business air- 
craft and helicopter markets.” 

General Cook stressed the urgent re-
